of the office to combat human trafficking, and the18

Sec. ___. SPECIAL AGENTS.24

1. Notwithstanding section 99F.10, subsection 4,25

one special agent, previously designated a gaming26

enforcement officer, shall not be terminated, except27

for cause, at a facility licensed under chapter 99F28

located in a county with a population of between29

21,100 and 22,000 as determined by the 2010 federal30

decennial census. The special agent shall remain31

employed at such facility as a special agent in the32

same job classification until the special agent leaves33

that special agent position, retires, or otherwise34

leaves employment. After the special agent leaves that35
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special agent position, retires, or otherwise leaves1

employment, the special agent full-time equivalent2

position shall be eliminated and shall not be filled.3

2. Notwithstanding section 99F.10, subsection 4,4

and for purposes of determining the amount of license5

fees and regulatory fees charged pursuant to section6

99F.10, subsection 4, the state racing and gaming7

commission shall include the cost of the salary of a8

special agent who qualifies under subsection 1 plus any9

direct and indirect support costs of such an agent,10

until the special agent leaves that special agent11

position, retires, or otherwise leaves employment.>12
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
